Bass are 


Michigan boasts good pop- 
ulations of both largemouth 
and smallmouth bass 
statewide, though as you 
travel northward, small- 
mouths predominate. Large- 
mouths are more often 
associated with shallow, 
weedier bodies of water or 
reservoirs with standing tim- 
ber, while smallmouths are 
more closely linked to rocky 
habitat and rivers. Both, 
however, can be caught from 
the same bodies of water and 
often from the same general 
areas. 

For state waters and the 
Great Lakes, the bass season 
is the Saturday before Memo- 
rial Day through December 
31. 

Both species move shallow 
in the spring to spawn and 
are easily located and en- 
ticed into biting before they 
go on the beds. After spawn- 
ing, bass typically move out 
to deeper water, though there 
are almost always some bass, 
especially largemouths, in 
shallow water, usually asso- 
ciated with cover such as 
weed beds, fallen timber or 
boat docks. 

Perhaps America’s top 
game fish, bass are a highly 
prized for their spirited 
fight. They can be caught 
with a wide range of artifi- 
cial lures, making them a fa- 
vorite tournament fish,

though they can be taken on 
virtually any live bait as 
well. Bass fishermen typi- 
cally cast all manner of 
lures, from topwater plugs to 
bottom-bumpers (such as jigs 
or plastic worms) with div- 


ing plugs, swim baits, spoons 
or spinnerbaits used in be- 
tween. Similarly, bass can be 
taken on all types of flies; 
poppers, mice and frogs will 
take them on top though 
some anglers like to “match

the hatch” while mayflies — 
especially the larger species 
—are emerging. Fly fisher- 
men often use streamers that 
imitate minnows or crayfish 
to take them subsurface. 

Smallmouth bass mature 
at age three or four, and occa- 
sionally live to be 10 to 12 
years old. The usual small- 
mouth seen by anglers is 
eight to 15 inches long and 
weighs less than three 
pounds, but they are capable 
of reaching upwards of five 
to six pounds in waters with 
adequate food and habitat. 

Michigan’s Great Lakes 
and connecting water have 
excellent smallmouth popu- 
lations with the bays (Big 
and Little Bays de Noc, 
Grand Traverse Bay, Pota- 
gannissing Bay and Saginaw 
Bay, among them) of special 
note. 

Many of the lakes across 
the northern tier of the 
Lower Peninsula — Leelanau, 
Burt and Mullet among them 
— offer outstanding small- 
mouth fishing, as do many of 
the rivers of southern Michi- 
gan (such as the Kalamazoo, 
the Grand and the Huron). 
Many of the drowned river 
mouths along the Lake 
Michigan coast have good 
populations of both large- 
mouths and smallmouths. 


DNR FISHING TIP 


Understanding water temps 
and impact on fishing 


We bring you this oldie, but 
goodie fishing tip from 2014.

As Michigan’s inland lakes 
warm up in mid to late summer, 
knowledge of a water body’s 
temperature stratification be- 
comes helpful for fishing. Sea- 
sonal temperature influences in 
lakes form different zones, and 
as a result, different tempera- 
ture ranges and oxygen levels 
are associated with these lay- 
ers. Knowledge of these layers 
or zones can lead to increased 
angling success. 

The warm surface zone is 
called the epilimnion and has 
an abundance of oxygen. The 
bottom zone is called the hy- 
polimnion and is typically cold 
and depleted of oxygen. The 
middle zone is the thermocline 
and the point at which warm 
oxygen rich top water is sepa- 
rated from the cold, oxygen de- 
pleted water below. The 
thermocline may prove to bea 
great depth at which to fish due 
to the abundance of oxygen and 
temperature found “in be- 
tween” very warm and very 
cold. This ideal zone in most 
Michigan inland lakes typically 
will be between 10 to 30 feet, de- 
pending on lake size and depth. 
Just like us humans, fish need 
oxygen to breath and many 
don’t particularly like to be too 
warm or too cold. 

If fishing in shallow water 
bodies, look for shaded areas 
provided by large floating vege- 
tation, overhanging vegetation, 
submerged logs, or other woody 
debris which provides water 
that is a little cooler and cover, 
where many fish species prefer 
to spend their time. Also don’t 
forget to try fishing at night 
during the summer “doldrums” 
when water temperatures reach 
seasonal highs. Many fish 
species become active at night 
with relief from the daytime 
sun and heat.

One step closer to return of Arctic grayling 


EMMET COUNTY - Michi- 
gan is one step closer to 
bringing Arctic grayling 
back to state waters. The ul- 
traviolet water disinfection 
system at Oden State Fish 
Hatchery in Emmet County 
has been installed, meaning 
the facility is ready to wel- 
come juvenile Arctic 
grayling. 

“With the completion of 
this project, we can protect 
the fish populations in the 
inland waterway — the series 
of rivers and inland lakes 
that the rearing water flows 
into — from any pathogens 
that may inadvertently ar- 
rive with these fish,” said Ed 
Eisch, the DNR’s fish produc- 
tion manager. “We don’t an- 
ticipate any issues, but we 
definitely want to err on the 
conservative side when it 
comes to the possibility of 
introducing new pathogens.”

for the long-term process of 
cultivating Michigan’s Arc- 
tic grayling broodstock (ma- 
ture fish used for breeding), 
a goal of the Michigan Arctic 
Grayling Initiative. 

This project was gener- 
ously supported through 
grants and donations by pri- 
vate donors. More than 
$350,000 was raised to up- 
grade Oden’s isolated rear- 
ing facility, including 
engineering and construc- 
tion costs.

The Arctic grayling will 
arrive at Oden State Fish 
Hatchery in early August. 
These fish were collected as 
eggs in Alaska in May and 
have been housed at Michi- 
gan State University since 
their arrival in the state.
